Wilson Says World’s Statesmen, Doubting at 
‘First, Turned to Arrangement as 
Only Hope of Mankind. 
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By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—President Wilson in presenting the peace 
treaty and the league of nations covenant to the Senate today spoke 
as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Senate—The treaty of peace with Germany 
Was signed at Versailles on the 28th of June.*I avail myself of the 
earliest opportunity to lay the treaty before you for ratification and 
to inform you with regard to the work of the conference by which that 


treaty was formulated. 

“The treaty constitutes nothing leas than a world settlement. It 
would not be possible for me either to summarize or to construe its 
manifold provisions in an address which must of necessity be some- 
thing less than a treatise. My services and all the information I pos- 
sess will be at your disposal and at the disposal of your Committee 
on Foreign Relations at any time, either informally or in session, as 
you may prefer; and I hope that you will not hesitate to make use 
of them. I shall at this time, prior to your own study of the docu- 
ment, attempt only a general characterization of its scope and purpose. 
there more than a mere incident in 
the fighting, something very dif- 
ferent from the meré arrival of 
fresh troops. 

Great Moral Force Entered. 

“A great moral force had 
flung itself into the struggle. 
The fine physical force of those 
spirited men spoke of something 
more than bodily vigor. They 
carried the great ideals of a tree 
people et their hearts and with 
that vision were unconquerabie. 
Their very presence brouzgl:: re- 
cecurance; their fighting made 
victory certain. 

“They were recognized as 
crusaders, and as their thou- 
sands swelled to millions their 
strength was seen to mean sal- 
vation. An* they were fit men 
te carry such a hope and make 
good the assurance it forecast. 
Finer men never went into bat- 
tle; and their officers were wor- 
thy of them. This is not the 
occasion upon which to utter a 
eulogy of the armies America 
sent to France, but, perhaps, 
since I am speaking of their 
mission, I may speak also of the 
pride I shared with every 
American who saw or dealt with 
them there. They were the sort 
of men America would'wish to 
be represented by. the sort of 
men every American would wish 
to claim as fellow countrymen 
and comrades in a great cause. 
They were terrible in battle, and 
gentie and helpful out of it, re- 
membering the mothers and sis- 
ters, the wives and the little 
children at home. They were 
free men under arms, not for- 
getting their ideals of duty in 
the midst of tasks of violence. 
Iam proud to have had the priv- 
illege of being associated with 
them and of calling myself their 
leader. 

“But I speak now of what 
they meant to the men by whose 
sides they fought and to the 
people with whom they mingled 
with such utter simplicity. as 
friends who asked only to be of 
service. They were for all the 
visible einbodiment of America. 
What they did mace Anrnerica 
and all that she stood for a !.v- 
ing reality in the thoughts not 
only of the people of France, 
but aleo of tens of millions of 
men and women throughout all 
the toiling nations of a world 
standing everywhere in peril of 
its freedom and of the loss of 
everything it held dear, in «lead- 
ly fear that its bonds were never 
to be loosed, it hopes fovever to 
be mocked and disappointed. 

“And the compulsion of what 
they stood for was upon us who 
represented America at the 
peace table. It was our duty to 
see to it that every decision we 
took part in contributed, so far 
as we were able to influence it, 
to quiet the fears and realize the 
hopes of the peoples who had 
been living in that shadow, the 
nations that had come by our as- 
sistance to their freedom. It was 
our duty to do everything that 
it was within our power to do to 
make the triumph of freedom 
and of right a lasting triumph in 
the assurance of which men 
might everywhere live without 
fear. 

“Entangiements Stood in Way.” 

“Old entanglements of every 
kind stood in the way—promises 
which Governments had made to 
one another in the days when 
might and right were confused 
and the power of the victor was 
without restraint. Engagements 
which contemplated any dispo- 
sitions of territory, any exten- 
sions of sovereignty that might 
seem to be to the interest of 
those who had the power to in- 
siat upon them, had been entered 
into without thought of what the 
peoples concerned might wish or 
promt by; and these could not 
always be honorably brushed 
aside. It was not easy to graft 
the new order of ideas on the 
old, and some of the fruits of the 
grafting may, I fear. for a time 
be bitter. But, with very few ex- 
ceptions, the men who sat with 
us at the peace table desired as 
sincerely as we did to get away 
from the bad influences, the f{!- 
legitimate purposes, the demor- 
alizating ambitiona. the inter- 
national counsels end expedients 
out of which the sinister designs 
of Germany had sprung as a nat- 
ural growth. 

It had been our privilege to 
formulate the principles which 
were accepted as the basia of the 
peace. but they had been ac- 
complished, not because we hal 


In one sense, no doubt, 
is no need that I should report | 
to you what was attempted and | 
done at Paris. You have been 
daily cognizant of what was go- | 
ing on there—of the problems | 
with which the peace confer- | 
ence had to deal and of the dif- 
ficulty of laying down straight 
lines of settlement anywhere on 
a field on which the old lines of 
international relationship, and 
the new alike, followed so intri- 
cate a pattern and were for the 
most part cut so deep by histor- 
ical circumstances which domi- 
nated action where it would 
have been best to ignore or re- 
verse them. The cross currenté 
of politics and of interest must 
have been evident to you. 

“It would be presuming in me 
to attempt to explain the ques- 
tions which arose or the many 
diverse elements that entered 
into them. [I shall attempt 
something less ambitious than 
that and more clearly suggested 
by my duty to report to the 
Congress the part it seemcd nec- 
essary for my colleagues and me 
to play as the representatives of 
the Government of the United 
Btates. 

Dictated by Role in War. 

‘That part was dictated by 
the role America had played in 
the war and by the expectr ions 
that had been created in the 
minds of the -eoples with whom 
we had associated ourselves in 
that great struggle. 

“The United States entered the 
war upon a different footing 
from every other nation except 
our assistants on this side of 
the sea. We entered it, not be- 
cause our material interests were 
directly threatened or because 
any special treaty obligations to 
which we were parties had been 
Violated, but only because we 
saw the supremacy and even the 
validity of right everywhere put 
in jeopardy and free government 
likely to be everywhere imper- 
fled by the intolerable aggression 
of a Power which respected 
neither right nor obligation, and 
whose very system of government 
flouted the rights of the citizen 
as against the autocratic author- 
ity of his governors. And in the 
settlements of the peace we have 
sought no special reparation for 
ourselves, but only the restora- 
tion of right and the assurance 
of liberty everywhere that the 
effects of the settlement were 
to be felt. We entered the war 
as the disinterested champions 
of right and we interested our- 
selves in the terms of the peace 
in no other capacity. 

“The hopes of the nations al- 
lied against the Central Powers 
were at a very low ebb when our 
Soldiers began to pour across 
the sea. There was everywhere 
amongst them, except in their 
Stoutest spirits, a somber fore- 
boding of disaster. The war end- 
ed in November, eight months 
ago, but you have only to recall 
what wae feared in midsummer 
last, four short months before 
the armistice, to realize what it 
Was that our timely aid accom- 
Piished alike for their morale 
and their physical safety. That 
first, never-to-be-forgotten ac- 
tion at Chauteau-Thierry had al- 
ready taken place. Our redoubt- 
able soldiers and marines had 
already closed the gap the en- 
emy had succeeded in opening 
for their advance upon Parise— 
had already turned the tide of 
battle back towards the fron- 
tiers of France and begun the 
rout that was to save Europe 
and the world. Thereafter, the 
Germans were to be always 
forced back, back, were never to 
thrust successfully forward 
agein. And yet there was no 
confident hope. Anxious men 
and women, leading spirits of 
France, attended the celebra- 
tion of the Fourth of July last 
year in Paris out of generous 
courtesy——with no heart for fes- 
tivity, little zest for hope. But 

_ they came away with something 
few at their hearts. They have 
’ themselves told us so. The mere 
wight of our men—of their vigor, 
_ of the confidence that showed 
 fteelf In every miovement of their 
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come in to 
the victory and 
them. but because they 
readily acceded to 4s the prit- 
ciples to which honorable and 
enlightened minds everywhere 
had been bred, they spoke the 
conscience of the world as well 
as the conscience of Americu 
and lam happy to pay my tribute 
of respect and gratitude to the 
able, forward-looking men with 
whom it was my privilege to ©co- 
operate for their unfailing spir.t 
of co-operation, their constan- 
effort to accommodate the inter- 
ests they represented to the 
principles we were all agreed 
upon. The difficulties, which 
were many, lay in the circum- 
stances, not often in the men 
Aimost without exception the 
men who led had caught the 
true apd full vision of the prob- 
lem of peace as an indivisible 
whole, a problem, not of mere 
adiustments ef interest, but of 
justice and right action. 

“The atmosphere in which the 
conference worked seemed cre- 
ated, not by the ambitions of 
strong Governments, but by the 
hopes and aspirations of small 
nations and «f peoples hitherto 
under bondage to the power that 
victory had shattered and de- 
stroyed. Two great empires 
had been forced into political 
bankruptcy, and we were the 
receivers. Our task was not 
only to make peace with the 
central empires and remedy the 
wrongs their armies had done. 
The central empires had lived in 
open violation of many of the 
very rights for which the war 
had been fought, dominating 
alien peoples over whom they 
had no natural right to rule, en- 
forcing, not obedience, but ver- 
itable bondage, exploiting those 
who were weak for the benefit 
of those who were masters and 
ovérlords only by force of arms. 
There could be no peace until 
the whole order of Central Eu- 
rope was set right. That meant 
that new nations were to be cre- 
ated—Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Hungary itself. No part of an- 
cient Poland had ever in any 
true sense become a part of 
Germany, or of Austria, or of 
Russia. Bohemia was alien in 
every thought and hope to the 
monarchy of which she had so 
long been an artificial part; and 
the uneasy partnership between 
Austria and Hungary had been 
one rather of interest than of 
kinship or sympathy. The Slavs 
whom Austria had chosen to 
force into her empire on the 
south were kept to their obedli- 
ence by nothing but fear. 

“Their hearts were with their 
kinsmen in the Balkans.- These 
were all arrangements of power, 
not arrangements of natural 
union or association. It was the 
imperative task of those who 
would make peace and make it 
intelligently to establish a new 
order which would rest upon the 
free choice of peoples rather 
than upon the arbitrary author- 
ity of Hapsburgs or Honhenzol- 
lerns. 

Other Tasks That Came Up. 

‘‘More than that, great popu- 
lations bound by sympathy and 
actual kin to Rumania were also 
linked against their will to the 
conglomerate Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy or to other alien sov- 
ereignties, and it was part of 
the task of peace to make a 
new Rumania as well as a new 
Slavis state clustering about Ser- 
bia. 

“And no natural frontiers 
could be found to these new 
fields of adjustment and redemp- 
tion. It was necessary to look 
constantly forward to other re- 
lated tasks. The German colo- 
nies were to be disposed of. 
They had not been governed; 
they had been exploited merely, 
without thought of the interest 
or even the ordinary human 
rights of their inhabitants. 


“The Turkish empire, more- 
over, had fallen apart, as the 
Austro-Hungarian had. It had 
never had any real unity. It 
had been held together only by 
pitiless, inhuman force. Its 
peoples cried aloud for release, 
for succor from unspeakable dis- 
tress, for all that the new day 
of hope seemed at last to bring 
within its dawn. 


“Peoples hitherto in utter 
darkness were to be led out into 
the same light and given at last 
a helping hand. Undeveloped 
peoples and peoples ready for 
recognition, but not yet ready 
to assume the full responsibil- 
ities of statehood were to be 
given adequate guarantees of 
friendly protection, guidance 
and assistance. 

“And out of the execution of 
these great enterprises of lib- 
erty sprang opportunities to at- 
tempt what statemen had never 
found the way before to do; an 
opportunity to throw safeguards 
about the rights of racial, na- 
tional and religious minorities 
by solemn international cove- 
nant, an opportunity to limit 
and regulate military establish- 
ments where they were most 
likely to be mischievous; an op-, 
portunity to effect a complete 
and systematic internationaliza- 
tion of waterways and railways 
which were necessary to the 
free economic life of more than 
one nation, and to clear many 
of the normal channels of com- 
merce of unfair obstructions of 
law or of privilege; and the very 
welcome opportunity to secure 
for labor the concerted protec- 
tion of definite internationa! 
pledges of principle and prac- 


tice. 


Inecparablic From Scttiement. 
“These were not tasks which 
the conference looked about it 
to find, and went out of its way 
to perform. They were insepa- 
rable from the settlements of 
peace. They were thrust upon) 


it by circumstances which could 
not be overlooked. The war had 
created them. In all quarters 
of the world old established 
relationships had been dis- 
turbed or broken, and affairs 
were at loose ends, needing to 
be mended. or united again, but 
could not be made what they 
were before. They had to be 
set right by applying some uni- 
form principle of justice of en- 
lightened expediency. And they 
could not be adjusted by mere- 
ly prescribing in a treaty what 
should be done. 

‘‘New states were to be set up 
which could not hope to live 
through their first period of 
weakness without assured sup- 
port by the great nations that 
had consented to their creation 
and won for them their inde- 
pendence. Ill-governed colonies 
could not be put into the hands 
of Governments which were to 
act as trustees for their people 
and not as their masters if there 
was to be no common authority 
among the nations to which they 
were to be responsible in the ex- 
ecution of their trusts. 

“Future international conven- 
tions with regard to the control 
of waterways, with regard to 
illicit traffic of many kinds, in 
arms or in deadly drugs, or with 
regard to the adjustment of 
many varying international ad- 
ministrative arrangements, could 
not be assured if the treaty were 
to provide no permanent com- 
mon international agency, if its 
execution in such matters was 
to be left to the slow and uncer- 
tain processes of co-operation 
by ordinary methods of negoti- 
ation. If the peace conference 
itself was to be the end of co- 
operative authority and common 
counsel among the Governments 
to which the world was looking 
to enforce justice and_ give 
pledges of an enduring settle- 
ment; regions like the Saar Ba- 
sin could not be put under a 
temporary administrative regime 
which did not involve a transfer 
of political sovereignty and 
which contemplated a final de- 
termination of its political con- 
nections by popular vote to be 
taken at a distant date: no free 
city like Dantzig could be cre- 
ated which was_under elaborate 
international guarantees, to ac- 
cept exceptional obligations with 
regard to the use of its port and 
exceptional relations with a 
State of which it was not to form 
a part; properly safeguarded 
plebiscites could not be provided 
for where populations were at 
some future date to make choice 
what sovereignty they would live 
under; no certain and uniform 
method of arbitration could be 
secured for the settlement of an- 
ticipated difficulties of final de- 
cision with regard to many mat- 
ters dealt with in the treaty it- 
self; the long-continued super- 
vision of the task of reparation 
which Germany was tq under- 
take to complete within the next 
generation might entirely break 
down; the reconsideration and 
revision of administrative  ar- 
rangements and restrictions 
which the treaty prescribed. but 
which it was recognized might 
not prove of lasting advantage 
or entirely fair if too long en- 
forced would be impracticable. 
“Became Practical Necessity.” 

“The promises Governments 
were making to one another 
about the way in which labor 
was to be dealt with, by law 
not only but in fact as well. 
would remain a mere humane 
thesis if there was to be no 
common tribunal of opinion and 
judgment to which liberal 
statesmen could resort for the 
influences which along might 
secure their redemption. A 
league of free nations had be- 
come a practical necessity. Ex- 
amine the treaty of peace and 
you will find that everywhere 
throughout its manifold provi- 
sions its framers have felt 
obliged to turn to the league of 


‘nations as an indispensable in- 


strumentality for the mainte- 
nance of the new order it has 
been their purpose to set up in 
the world—the world of civil- 
ized men. 

“That there should be a league 
of nations to steady the counsels 
and maintain the peaceful un- 
derstandings of the world, to 
make, not treaties alone, but the 
accepted principles of interna- 
tional law as well, the actual rule 
of conduct among the govern- 
ments of the world, had been one 
of the agreements accepted from 
the first as the basis of peace 
with the Central Powers. The 
statesmen of all the belligerent 
countries were agreed that such 
a league must be created to sus- 
tain the settlements that were to 
be effected. But at first, I 
think, there was a feeling among 
some of them that, while it must 
be attempted, the formation of 
such a league was perhaps a 
counsel of perfection which 
practical men, long experienced 
in the world of affairs, must 
agree to very cautiously and with 
many misgivings. It was only as 
the difficult work of arranging 
an all but universal adjustment 
of the world’s affairs advanced 
from day to day from one stage 
of conference to another, thgt it 
became evident to them that 
what they were seeking would 
be little more than something 
written upon paper, to be inter- 
preted and applied by such 
methods as the chances of poli- 
tics might make avaliable, if they 
did not provide a means of com- 
mon counsel ‘which all were 
obliged to accept, a common au- 
thority whose decisions would be 
recognized as decisions which 
all must respect. 

“And so the most practical, 
the most skeptica! among them 
turned more and more to the 
league as the authority through 
which international action was 
to be secured, the authority 
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without which, as they had come 
to see it. it would be difficult 
to give an assured effect either 
to this treaty or to any other 
international understanding upon 
which they were to depend for 
the maintenance of peace. The 
fact that the covenant of the 
league was the first substantive 
part of the treaty to be worked 
out and agreed upon, while all 
else was in solution, helped to 
make the formulation of the rest 
easier. The conference was, aft- 
er all, not to be ephemeral. The 
comeert of nations was to con- 
tinue, under a definite covenant, 
which had been agreed upon and 
which all were convinced was 
workable. They could go for- 
ward with confidence to make 
arrangements intended to be 
permanent. The most practical 
of the conferees were at last the 
most ready to refer to the league 
of nations the superintendence 
of all interests which did not 
determina- 
tion, of all administrative prob- 
lems which were to require a4 
continuing oversight. 

Practical Statesman’s Hope. 

“What had seemed a counsel 
of perfection had come to seem 
a plain counsel of necessity. The 
league of nations was the prac- 
tical) statesman'’s bope of success 
in many of the most difficult 
things he was attempting. 


“And it had validated itself in 
the thought of every member of 
the conference as something 
much bigger, much greater in 
every way than a mere instru- 
ment for carrying out the provi- 
sions of a particular treaty. It 
was universally recognized that 
all the peoples of the world de- 
manded of the conference that 
it should create such a continu- 
ing concert of free nations as 
would make wars of aggression 
and spoliation such as this that 
has just ended forever impossi- 
ble. A ery had gane out from 
every home in every stricken 
land from which sons and broth- 
ers and fathers had gone forth 
to the great sacrifice that such 
a sacrifice should never again be 
exacted. It was manifest why 
it had been exacted. It had been 
exacted because one nation de- 
sired dominion and other na- 
tions had known no means of 
defense é¢xcept armaments and 
alliances. War had lain at the 
heart of every arrangement of 
Europe—of every arrangement 
of the world—that preceded the 
war. Restive peoples had been 
told that fleets and armies, 
Which they toiled to sustain, 
meant peace; and they now 
knew that they had been lied 
to; thiaat fleets and armies had 
beep maintained to promote na- 
tional ambitions and meant war 
They knew that’ no old policy 
meant anything else but force, 
force—always fdfce. And they 
knew that it--was intolerable. 
Every true heart in the world, 
and every enlightened judgment 
demanded that, at whatever 
cost of independent action, every 
Government that took thought 
for its| people or for justice or 
for ordered freedom should lend 
itself to a new purpose and. ut- 
terly destroy the old order of 
international politics. States- 
men might see difficulties, but 
the people could see none and 
could brook no denial. A war 
in which they had been bled 
white to beat the terror that lay 
concealed in every balance of 
power must not end in a mere 
victory of arms and a new ba!- 
ance. The monster that had re- 
sorted to arms must be put st) 
chains that could not be broken. 
The urited power of free na- 
tions must put a stop to aggres- 
sion, and the world must be 
given peace. 

“Dare We Reject It?” 

“If there was not the will or 
the intelligence to accomplish 
that now, there must be another 
and a final war and the world 
must be swept clean of every 
power that could renew the ter- 
ror. The league of nations was 
not merely an instrument to ad- 
just and remedy old wrongs un- 
der a new treaty of peace; it 
was the only hope for mankind. 
Again and again had the demon 
of war been cast out of the 
house of the peoples and the 
house swept clean by a treaty 
of peace; only to prepare a time 
when he would enter in again 
with spirits worse than himself. 
The house must now be given «a 
tenant who could hold it against 
all such. Convenient, indeed 
indispensable as statesmen found 
the newly planned league of na- 
tions to be for the execution of 
present plans of peace and rep- 
aration, they saw it in a new 
aspect before their work was fin- 
ished. They saw it as the main 
object of the peace, as the only 
thing that could complete it or 
make it worth while. They saw 
it as the hope of the world, and 
that, hope they did not dare to 
disappoint. Shall we or any 
other free people hesitate to 
accept this great duty ” Dare 
we reject it and break the heart 
of the world? 

‘And so the — of the con- 
ference of peace go far as Cer- 
many is concerned, stands 
complete. The difficulties en- 
countered were very many 
Sometimes they seemed insu- 
perable. It was impossible to 
accommodate the interests of 80 
great a body of nations—inter- 
ests which directly or indirect- 
ly affectefi almost every, nation 
in the world—without man) 
minor compromises. The treaty, 
result, is not exactly what 
we would have written It is 
probably not what any one of 
the national delegation would 
have written. But results were 
worked out which, on the 
whole, bear testimony. I think 
it will be found that the com- 
promises which Were accepted 
as inevitable nowhere cut to the 
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pete The 

‘onference squares, 
as a whole, with the principles 
agreed upon the basis of the 

| peace as well as with the prac- 
tical possibilities of the inter- 
national stiuatiobns which had 
to be faced and dealt with as 
facts. 

To Explain French Picdge. 

“IT shall presently have occa- 
sion to lay before you a special 
treaty with France, whose ob- 
ject is the temporary protection 
of France from unprovoked ag 
gression by the Power with 
whom this treaty of peace has 
been negotiated. Its terms lin 
it with this treaty. I take the 
liberty, however, of reserving 
it for special explication on an- 
other occasion. 

“The role which America was 
to play in the conference seemed 
determined, as I have said, be- 
fore my colleagues and I got to 
Paris—determined by the uni- 
versal expectations of the na- 
tions whose _§ representatives, 
drawn from all quarters of the 
globe, we were to deal with. It 
was universally recognized that 
America had entered the war to 
promote ne private or peculiar 
interest of her own, but only as 
the champion of rights which 
she was glad to snare with free 
men and lovers of justice ev- 
erywhere. We had formulated 
the principles upon which the 
settlement was to be made—the 
principles upon which the armi- 
stice had been agreed to and the 
parleys of peace undertaken— 
and no one doubted that our de- 
sire was to see the treaty of 
peace formulated along the ace 
tual lines of those principles— 
and desired nothing else. We 
were welcomed as disinterested 
friends. We were resorted to as 
arbiters in many a difficult 
matter. It was recognized that 
our material aid would be in- 
dispensable in the days to come, 
when industry and credit would 
have to be brought back to 
their normal operation again 
and communities beaten to the 
ground assisted to their feet 
once more, and it was taken for 
granted, [ am proud to say, that 
we would play the helpful friend 
in these things as in all others 
without prejudice or favor. We 
were generously accepted as the 
unaffected champions of what 
was right. It was a very re- 
sponsible role to play: but f am 
happy to report that the fine 
group of Americans who helppd 
with their expert advice in each 
Part of the varied settlements 
sought in every transaction to. 
justify the high confidence re- 
posed in them. 

And ehat confidence, it seems 
to me is the measure of our 
opportunity and of our duty in 
the days to come, in which the 
new hope ef the epople of the 
world is to be fulfilled or dis- 
‘appointed. The fact that Ameri- 
ica is the friend of the nations 
whether they be rivals or as- 
sociates, is no new fact. It is 
only the discovery of it by the 
rest of the world that is new. 

Isolation Ended 20 Years Ago. 

“America may be said to have 
just reached her majority as a 
world power. It was almost ex- 
actly 21 years ago that the re- 
sults of the war with Spain put 
us unexpectedly in possession of 
rich islands on the other side of 
the world and brought us into 
association with other Govern- 
ments in the control of the West 
Indies. It was regarded as a 
sinister and Ominous thing by the 
statesmen of more than one Eu- 
ropean chancellory that we 
should have extended our power 
beyond the confines of our con- 
tinental dominions. They were 
accustomed to think of new 
neighbors as a new menace, of 
rivals as watchful enemies. 
There were persons amongst us 
at home who looked with deep 
disapproval and avowed anxiety 
on such extensions of our na- 
tional authority over distant is- 
lands and over peoples whom 
they feared we might exploit, 
not serve and assist.

Noah Webster must have had an 
“ye on the future, if not on the futur- 
iste, when he defined a painting as 
“any work of art in which objects 
are represented in color on a flat sur- 
face.” Colors on a flat surface is 
about all the ordinary person can 
make out of some of the “pictures” 
by Boris Anisfeld, a noted Russian 
artist, now on exhibition at the St. 
Louls Art Museum, in Forest Park. 

Anisfeld admits that ho paints 
largely by ear and by touch, but 
seldom from sight. In the naive 
words of the man who wrote the in- 
troduction to the catalogue: “It is 
not when confronting fact that he 
feela most at home. it is when call- 
ing into play those deep-seated es- 
thetic atavisms that so indubitably 
eondition his creative conscious- 
ness.”’ 

The reporter who visited the ex- 
hibit instantly agreed with the first 
part of this statement. It was plain 
that fact and Anisfeld were etrang- 
ers, so far as could be discerned from 
his paintings. 

For instance, there was the one 
ealled “Orientals,”’ which resembled 
nothing so much as the chart which 
the W. C. T. U. lecturer used to ex- 
hibit before the school on Friday aft- 
ernoon as she said: ‘‘Here, children, 
you see the terrible effect of rum 
on the human stomach. The yellow 
epotsa indicate’’—etc.

Chehery was probably as unsafe as 
any place in France.

German shells crashed into 
it with the regularity of clock ticks, 
with deadly variations between high 
explosives, gas and shrapne!l, through 
the day. Officers and soldiers from 
the First, Fortieth and Forty-second 
Divisions and a few scattering regi- 
ments of other divisions were there. 
No national or divisional jealousy 
showed among them. Each was glad 
of the other's presence, just as any 
man always likes company when he 
is being shelled. Until they were 
silenced about noon, the enemy gun- 
ners on the heights back of St. Aig- 
nan sur Bar, only one and a quarter 
miles away, were firing point blank 
into the village with machine guns, 
378 and 77s.
